CONFIRMING THE EARLY REPORTS. 


The Wind Blew at the Rate of Fifty Miles 
2 Hour—Forty Houses Unroofed. 
Dusveansg, Ia., June 24.—[ Special.] — Reports 

received here toda} by Supt. Gilles of the IIli- 

nois Central road state that the most severé 


wind and rain storm that has visited Western 


Iowa for many years set in last evening about 
8 o’clock at Storm Lake and extended west 
along the line of the Illinois Central to Sioux 
City. The wind was blowing at the rate of 
about fifty miles an hour and continued for 


several hours. In ten hours twelve inches of 
rain had fallen and the Little Sioux and other 


streams soon overflowed their banks. At 
Cherokee four persons were drowned while at- 
tempting to cross the river, and at Correction- 
ville four more met death in the same stream. 

The track of the Illinois Central was washed 
out in several places and telegraph poles were 
blown down all along the line. The storm 
also extended along the line of the Cherokee 


‘and Dakota railway and did a great deal of 


damage. Sofar as heardfrom no damage 
was done to rolling stock. , 

Quite a number of houses were unroofed at 
Cherokee and afew blown down, and it is 
reported that a number of houses were blown 
down at Storm Lake and several persons 
seriously injured. The town of Sutherland, 


on the Chicago and Northwestern railway, 


suffered very severely, and reports say that 
forty houses were unroofed or blown down 
and several persons badly injured, although 
no fatalities are reported. 

Srorm Laxx, Ia., June 24.— [Special.] — The 
heaviest storm known occurred here last night. 
The rain began at 10 o’clock and was accom- 
panied by blinding lightning and heavy 
thunder. The storm lasted until 4 o’clock this 
morning. The signal service station reports 
that two and three-fourths inches of water fell. 
No serious damage resulted here except the 
flooding of cellars. Crops on low grounds 
were damaged. It rained two hours tonight. 

Fatrmount. Minn., June 24.—The heaviest 
rain in the history of this city fell today. 
Some wind and hail accompanied it. Lake 
Sisseton rose eight inches in one hour. The 
lowlands are flooded and the damage to crops 
is considerable. 

DENOUNCED BY GRAND ARMY MEN. 


Resolutions Adopted at a Mass Meeting in 
the Rochelle Town Hall Last Night. 
Roca, III., June 24.—[Special.}]—The 
Ross heir litigation is growing more iuterest- 
ing daily. The Grand Army of the Republic 
has taken up the matter and proposes to de- 
fend the rights of the widows and poor from 
trespass. In response to a call they rallied 
tonight at the town hall, where a large audi- 
ence of the most prominent citizens congre- 
gated. The meeting was called to order by 
George E. Turkington, Commander of the 
Rochelle Grand Army Post. James Pattér- 
son was chosen Chairman and Mr. Turking- 
ton Secretary. A committee was appointed, 
which reported the following resolutions : 
Wurereas, Certain parties without a shadow of 


authority or law have exacted from the widow of- 
our late comrade, A. F. Bullis, the sum of $125 for 


the removal of certain quit claims covering her 
home placed thereon without any authority; 
therefore be it ‘ 

Resolved, That we as soldiers and citizens de- 
clare said act to be malicious biackmail in ex- 
torting money i . 

Resolved, That we hold both principals and 
their attorneys who aided them in procuring 
from our late comrade’s widow this amount of 
blackmail responsible for the perpetration of an 
unmitigated steal. 

Resolved, That we, as honorable citizens bound 
by the tie of humanity, feel it an imperative duty 
to assist in putting a stop to such high-handed

They Are Nominated for Members of the 
World’s Fair Foreign Commission by 
the Directory Executive Committee—The 
Board of Control Yet to Pass on Them— 
Plan for a Lake- Front  Building—Fair 
Newa. f 

Europe generally and the capitals of its 
various governments will shortly be enlight- 
ened as to the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
the progress it has made, and the scope and 
magnitude of the enterprise. 

This will be accomplished by the European 
World’s Fair Commission, concerning which 
so much has been said. There is no longer 
any doubt about the sending of the Commis- 
sion. Atthe meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee yesterday Director-General Davis nom- 
inated the following as members of it: 
Ex-Gov. T. M. Waller of Connecticut, World's

Benjamin Butterworth. Secretary of the World’s

Without a dissenting vote the committee 
approved the nominations. 

Five members of the Board of Control have 
by letter already approved the appointment 
of a commission, but before World's Fair 
commissions can be issued by Director-Gen- 
eral Davis the board will have to approve the 
names of the men nominated. This approval 
may be secured either by letter or by awaiting 
the next meeting of the board, which takes 
place July 8. Director-General Davis recom- 
mended yesterday that the commission depart 
early in July and the committee concurred. 

Two or three members of the Board of Con- 
trol have objeeted to the appointment of Maj. 
Handy as a member of the commission. It 
seems probable, however, that their objections 
will be waived. As a point in favor of Maj. 
Handy the Committee on Press and Printing 
adopted a resolution to the effect that Maj. 
Handy should be a member of the commission 
for the special purpose of exerting his influ- 
ence upon newspapers. There is a news 
bureau in New York and another branch of 
the same in London which has been especially 
vigorous in disseminating: misinformation in 
Europe. and it is desired that Maj. Handy 
shall secure the codperation instead of the 
enmity of those people. 

The personnel of the commission as decided 
upon is such as to insure the respect of for- 
eigp governments and a correct presentation 
of the facts concerning the greatness of the 
Exposition. 

Who'*the Men Arg, 

T. M. Waller is a National World’s Fair Com- 
missioner and an ex-Governor of Connecticut. He 
is 50 years old and has risen to prominence by his 
own exertions. He was four times elected a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature of Connecticat. 
From 1885 to 1889 he was Consy}-General to Lon- 
don. Mr. Waller ranks high in his native State, 
socially, politically, and as an orator. During 
the meeting of the National World's Fair Com- 
mission he was a leader and his advo- 
cacy of a measure usually secured its passage. 

J. B. Eustis is an ex-United States Senator from 
Louisiana. His term expired last March. From 
1866 to 1872 he was a member of Congress. He isa 
graduate of Harvard a lawyer, a scholar, 
and linguist. 

Ferd W. Peck is a citizen of Chicago. He is 
President of the Auditorium Association, a di- 
rector of the Chicago National Bank, and a man 
who has done much good work as a director o 
the World's. Fair. To his services and influence is 
credited the happy issue of inducing President 
Harrison to sign when he did the proclamation 
inviting foreign nations to participate in the Ex- 
position. This was done at a time when enemies 
of Chicago were declaring that this city could not 
raise the funds for the World’s Fair and that the 
Exposition would be a local rather than a Na- 
tional enterprise. 

Benjamin Butterworth hag served several terms 
in Congress as a representative from an Ohio 
Congressional district. He is an arator and a 
man of scholarly attainments. Shortly after the 
Exposition Company was organized he was se- 
lected for Secretary, which position he has filled 
to the satisfaction of the World's Fair manage- 
ment. 

Moses P. Handy, Chief of Publicity and Pro- 
motion, is a newspaper man. He was formerly 
proprietor of the Philadelphia News and has been 
a correspondent for leading eastern journals. 
His administration of the World’s Fair Depart- 
ment, of which he is chief, has been character- 
ized by vigor and good results, 

It is the intention that this commission 
shall go abroad early in July, but the exact 
date of sailing has not been fixedy It will 
probably be either the first or second Wednes- 
day in July. The capitals of Europe will be 
visited and the commission will return home 
early in September. 8 

The commission will be purely honorary, 
and only expenses will be paid. The present 
salaries of Maj. Handy and Secretary Butter- 
worth will ot course de continued by 
the local directory. The expenses, though, 
it is understood, will be borne out of 
the $20,000 appropriated by Congress for 
the conduct of foreign affairs. The one ex- 
ception of this will be in the case of Commis- 
sioner Waller. The Treasury Department, 
because of his connection with the National 
Commission, has declined to pay his expenses 
for the trip, and the Local Directory will fur- 
nish the funds. It will also make good any 
expenses beyond those which may be paid out 
of the funds of the National Commission. 

Carl Schurz will be givena commission next 
fall to go to Germany. 

Director-General Davis yesterday tele- 
graphed each member of the party to be in 
Chicago next Tuesday for consultation and in- 
structions. 


FOR THE LAKE-FRONT BUILDING. 


Plans to Be Ready Next Week—Disposition 
of the Industrial Exposition Stracture. 
Director Hutchinson said yesterday he would 

be ready with his plang for an Art Institute 
Building on the Lake-Front next week. This 
structure will not contain the art ¢éxhibit of 
the Exposition, but will be used for world’s 
congresses while the Exposition lasts, and will 
subsequently become the permanent art pal- 
ace tor the City of Chicago. 

The John W. Root design will not be used. 
While the plans were generally considered ad. 
mirable, it was found they did not afford suf- 
ficient light. The present sketch is bemg pre- 
pared by Chief Designer Atwood of the Expo- 
sition, and has been approved by members of 
the Art Institute and Halsey C. Ives of the 
Exposition Department of Fine Arts.

WasuinetTon, D. C., J 24.— [Special. The 
President of the Bolivia | Franci 
co J. Cisneros, who is also principal owner of 
the steamers plying up the Magdalena River in 
the Republic of Colom informed the Latin- 
American Department of be World's Columbian 
Exposition that the com of which he is the 
head will make the same Concessions to that de- 
partment that have been granted by the steam- 
ship lines sailing under thé American flag. Under 
this arrangement all exhibits furnished by the 
governments participating in the Exposition will 
be carried free of cost and all collections taken to 
Chicago by private parties with the inten- 
tion. of selling them will be returned to 
the place of origin free of charge if 
they are not sold. Material reductions will also 
be made in passenger rates in order to induce the 
people of Colombia to visit the Exposition. Dr. 
Vincente Restrepo, one of Colombia’s Commis- 
sioners to the Exposition, is a distinguished 
statesman and several times has held the offices 
of Minister of Foreign Affairs and of the Treas- 
ury. He is particularly woll informed as to the 
mining interests of Colombia and has written ex- 
tensively on the snbject. Another Commissioner 
is Dr. Comanche Roldan, an eminent littérateur, 
who has traveled extensively in the United States 
and has published an interesting and valuable 
volume on this country, its resources, and its in- 
dustries. The third Commissioner is Dr. Gonza- 
lo Ramos Ruiz, a famous antiquarian, who is con- 
sidered an authority upon all questions relating 
to the antiquities and early history of Colombia.

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DIED TO SAVE OTHERS. 


| FREDERICK BROKAW DROWNED IN 


THE OCEAN AT ELBERON, 


He Attempted to Rescue Three*Girls Who 


Were Being Swept Out to Sea, but Lost - 


His Own Life in the Brave Struggle— 
Two of the Girls Also Drowned—Monu- 
ment te Henry Ward Beecher Unveiled 
at Brooklyn—General New York News, 


New York, June 24.—[Special. ]—Frederick 
Brokaw, eldest son of Isaac Brokaw, the 
clothing manufacturer, lost his life this after- 
noon while attempting to rescue three servant 
girls who had ventured too far into the surf at 
Elberon, One cf the girls only was rescued, 
and Dr. Ferris of Philadelphia, who also went 
to their aid, is in a precarious condition, hav- 
ung been seized by other rescuers as he was 
going down for the last time. Mr. and Mrs. 
Brokaw, the father and mother of the drowned 
young man, witnessed the sad affair from be- 
ginning to end. It was a little after 4 o’clock 
when Annie Doyle, Maggie Busch, and Julia 
Terpia, maid servants of Mrs. Simon Hess of 
this city, entered the surf at the foot of Mrs. 
Hess’ cottage on Ocean avenue for their after- 
noon bath. The tide being rather low the 
girls ventured out further than usual. Annie 
Doyle, being a pretty fair swimmer, led her 
two companions, and soon she and Maggie 
Busch were fully seventy-five yards from the 
shore. Then a cry went up from the swim- 
mers. The dreaded “sea puss,” a peculiar 
wave, had caught them and was carrying them 
rapidly out to sea. Young Brokaw, who had 
been sitting on the lawn at the 
foot of his father’s cottage, which is 
but two doors from that of Mr. Hess’, 
jumped to his feet, and with a cry of My 
God!“ threw off his coat and leaped into the 
ocean. Dr. Ferris, who had been sitting with 
him, followed. Brokaw, bemg an expert 
swimmer, rapidly neared the drowning wom- 
an. Annie Doyle, being the furthest out, Bro- 
kaw called to Ferris to look out for Maggie 
Busch, and he swam to Annie Doyle’s side. 
Seizing the drowning woman by the waist he 
steadied himself and turned to make the 
shore. Just then the undertow caught the 
daring rescuer, and being handicapped by his 
burden he was unable to make any progress 
shoreward, but instead was carried furthe 
out. 

Mr. Brokaw saw a man launching a small 
coast boat and he redoubled his efforts to keep 


himself and the girl afloat until the arrival of 


the rescuing party. Annie Doyle meanwhile 
was frantic with fright and was makmg wild 
attempts to clutch her rescuer. Brokaw 
fought hard to quiet the woman but without 
success, and before the boat, which had been 
manned by James Bradley, an Elberon fisher- 
man, reached him the woman wrenched 
herself from his arms and sank out 
of sight. The boat had now reached 
young Dr. Ferris, who was struggling hard to 
keep Maggie Busch from sinking. Bradley 
dropped his oars and seizing the drowning 
woman from the now overcome doctor’s arms 
pulled her into the boat. He next seized the 
physician and him into the boat. 
Hardly had he accomplished this when a 
breaker struck the boat and overturned it, 
spilling its occupants into the ocean.

STATUE OF HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


Brooklyn Honors the Memory of the Great 
Champion of Freedom, 

New Tonk. June 24,.—[Special.]—John 
Quincy Ward’s statue of Henry Ward Beecher 
was unveiled this afternoon in Brooklyn’s 
City Hall Park with solemn and impressive 
ceremonial. Thestatue represents Mr. Beecher 
in a familiar attitude. He wears a cape coat 
and carries a soft felt hat in his hand. With 
the central form is grouped ideal figures—a 
negro girl and two children, intended to 
typify his work for the slave and his love 
of the young. The statue of Mr. Beecher 
measures nine feet in height, while the 
other figures are made life size.

Then Roxana 
Beecher, the granddaughter of the dead 
preacher and patriot, pulled a string that 
loosened the draping around the statue.

Let the sound of those he wrought for,

Echo round his bourne forever more.

For addi- 
tional service oe the World’s Fair we will 
have to apply to Congress for a special ap- 
propriation.

None of them 
were successful until a few weeks ago, when 
Moran & Healy sold out to the T. E. Wells 
company.

George C. Gorham, who has been a prominent 
figure in American political life for many 
years, addressed to the English General, 
Wolseley, who once more has illustrated his 
atiimosity towards every one conspicuously 
connected with the Union cause by attacking 
Lincoln's great War Secretary, Stanton. After 
attempting to belittle Gen. Grant he now 
assails the memory of Mr. Stanton, selecting 
as the grounds of his assault his disapproval 
of the astonishing political agreement made 
by Gen. Sherman with Gen. Johnston at Dur- 
ham, N. C., which was promptly disapproved 
by Gen. Grant, the President, the entire Cab- 
inet, and all loyal peopie, and his letter giving 
to the public the terms of the agreement and 
the reasons why it was set aside. 

Mr. Gorham while vigorously defending the 
great War Secretary from various other as- 
persions cast upon his chatacter by this En- 
glish Confederate sympathizer devotes the 
most of his letter to the agreement above 
mentioned. His narrative, which is based en- 
tirely upon the official records, undoubtedly 
wiil prove interesting reading apart from the 
merits of the controversy, as it sets forth the 
eireumstances of a notable episode at the 
close of the war which may have been forgot- 
ten in the lapse of time since then, and others 
are too young to remember it. It is hardly 
necessary to remind the older class of readers 
that the memorandum which Gen. Sherman 
drew up proposing terms of gurrender to Gen. 
Johnston included not alone the surrender of 
the Confederate armies but assumed to settle 
political questions of the war over which he 
had no control, such as the recognition of the 
rebel State governments, the preservation of 
all rights and property under the Constitutions 
of those rebel States, including slavery, and 
freedom from all penalties for treason and 
rebellion. 

Only a few days before, Gen. Grant in ar- 
ranging terms of surrender with Gen. Lee 
had been notified expressly by President Lin- 
cola not to decide any question that was not 
purely military or anything but terms of cap- 
itulation. This order, of course, was violated 
The same day 
that he made this unwarranted agreement 
Gen. Sherman sent copies of it to Gens. Grant 
aud Halleck. The former replied at once, and 
not only expressed his own disapproval 
but suggested to Secretary Stanton the advis- 
ability of having the Cabinet pass on it at 
once. Gen. Grant thus was the first to de- 
clare the agreement inadmissible. The Cab- 
inet took the same view of it, and Gen. Grant 
was ordered to go to Sherman’s headquarters 
and resume hostilities and capture Joe John- 
ston’s army. His arrival there was followed 
by the unconditional surrender of Johnston's 
forces. ; 

Secretary Stanton made the agreement pub- 
lic as well as the reasons of disapproval, not 
through any hostility to Gen. Sherman, but 
because the public safety and the further 
action of the government imperatively de- 
manded it, and within a week from the time 
Gen. Sherman proposed the agreement to 
Johnston he himself publicly admitted his 
blunder and regret that he bad made it. 

Mr. Gorham has not only completely dis- 
posed of Wolseley’s malicious. assault upon 
the memory of Secretary Stanton, but he has 
also vindicated Gen. Sherman as well, and 
thereby added to the admiration which every 
loyal Union man feels for Old Tecumseh. If 
the great War Secretary had not been so con- 
spicuous in the action whereby England was 
made to pay for ite sympathy with the South 
it 1s not likely that this English Southern 
sympathizer would have attempted to revile 
his memory.

BOUNTIES TO LOUISIANA SUGAR PLANT. 
RB. 


One of the planks of the platform of the 
Iowa Democrats is devoted to denunciation of 
the sugar bounty voted by the last Congress, 
and which is to last for the next fourteen years. 


It is described as spoliation of the Treasury 


for special classes and interests no more en- 
titled to governmental protection than Iowa 
farmers who raise corn or hogs. 

The description is correct. Leaving on one 
side the question of the constitutionality of 
bounties, it is impossible to state any ground 
on which the giving of this bounty out of the 
pockets of the taxpayers of two cents a pound, 
or $40 per ton, to the sugar planters of Louisi- 

ana cane or Vermont maples is defensible. 
The professed object of the bounty is to build 
up an industry which it is believed will live 
and prosper with a little temporary encour- 
agement, as did the manufacture of beet sugar 
m France. Ys there any one, however, who 
believes that the manufacture of maple sugar 
is menaced by a foreign product when those 
who make it get always good prices for all 
they turn out? 

It is well known that the making of sugar in 
Louisiana is little better than an artificial, 
coddled industry, which has been belstered up 
and highly protected at public expense for 
over three-quarters of a century and still pro- 
Guces but a small fraction of the public con- 
sumption. What is to be gained then by pay- 
ing twelve or thirteen million dollars annually 
out of the National Treasury to Louisiana 
sugar planters when their industry never can 
be made profitable and self-supporting? In 
such a case even those who believe in the 
principle of bounties ought to admit that the 
practice is wrong, for the money given the 
planters never can*be anything else than so 
much cash taken from the taxpayers, with no 
present equivalent and no expectation of any 
future one.

Was this what McKinley promised the 
wool-growers? No! He promised that the 
wool imports should fall off. They are in- 
creasing largely, and, what is noticeable, tha 
inerease is the most marked in first-class or 
clothing wools which compete with those of 
Ohio, Michigan, Iowa, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
and other central States. Formerly the 
American manufacturer used to take those 
fine fleeces, costing from 85 cents a pound up, 
and mix them with cheaper and coarser im- 
ported wools. At present the manufacturer 
is using Australian wools, which cost him 
with the heavy duty paid about 31 or 32 cents, 
and mixing them with the wools of Arizona, 
New Mexico, and California, and the coarse 
imported wools. He will not touch the fine 
fleeces of Ohio and Michigan unless he can 
get them at a reduced rate which will refund 
the increased duty on the mixing wools. The 
Ohio farmers under the operation of McKin- 
ley’s wool schedules are actually paying the 
higher duties instead of getting several cents 
a pound more for their fleeces. 

The customi-house revenues from wool are 
increasing. In April last the government got 
$575,000 from first-class wools, while in April, 
1890, it got but $80,000. From third-class 
wools it got $800,000, as against $190,000. 
Here is a gain of $600,000 in one month. But 
who paid it? Not the wool-growers of Austra- 
lia, the Argentine, Russia, or Syria, but the 
wool-growers of Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, IIli- 
nois, Iowa, Western Pennsylvania and New 
York, and Eastern Kansas. They are paying 
it, not by handing the money directly to gov- 
ernment officials, but by taking lower prices 
for their fleeces to the extent of the enhanced 
duties, and refunding thus to the manufactur. 
er the sum advanced by him on account of 
the increased McKinley duties. It is possible 
to compute what one month of the McKinley- 
Lawrence wool schedule has cost the sheep- 
owners of the central section of the country. 
How long will they continue paying these 
monthly installments? The first thing Con- 
gress should do next winter is to repeal the 
increased duties on wool and woolens, and 
then to reciprocally put mixing wool on the 
free list. The price of Ohio and Michigan 
wool will then rise, andthe price of woolens 
becoine cheaper. McKinley’s advance of 
duties on imported mixing wools was a great 
blunder, as the market quotations prove.

PEFFER’S FRAUDULENT CONCEALMENT. 

Senator Peffer of Kansas addressed a smal! 
meeting of old “Greenback Labor“ cranks in 
Cooper Union last Tuesday evening. This 
is an extract from the demagogue’s harangue 
on the occasion. He said: 

A new custom had sprung up in the country 
within the last twenty years. When the men in 
Wall street needed money they asked, and;never 
in vain, their partner in the Treasury at Wash- 
ington to come to their relief. Within seventy- 
five days a hundred millions had been advanced 
them from the Treasury. About twelve millions 
had been advanced them on account of interest 
not due, Farmers, if they asked, would not get 
one dollar. That state of things had to be 
changed, if he did not wrongfully construe the 
temper of the people. 

A more misleading statement it would be 
hard for the biggest charlatan to make. Pet. 
fer concealed the simple fact that all the 
Treasury did in the case was to purchase 
United States bonds—that is, redeem obliga- 
tions of the Government, reduce indebtedness, 
and stop interest. This was done with money 
lying idle and useless in the Treasury. The 
holding of this 100 millions of idle money out 
of circulation was the chief cause of the tight 
money market which prevailed at the time 
and was demoralizing all lines of business 
and classes of men, including the farmers of 
Kansas, What was there wrong, then, in the 
government buying up a lot of its own bonds, 
thereby reducing its debt and getting the idle 
money in the Treasury into the channels of 
trade? The effect was good in every respect. 
It relieved the pinch in the money market, 
sent up the price of stocks, reduced the rates 
of interest, enabled debtors to renew their 
notes and mortgages and at lower rates of 
interest, and advanced the selling price of 
crops of all kinds and started up business and 
set idle men at work at good wages. Yet this 
long-bearded Kansas charlatan assails what 
was wisely done as a wrong act and says: 
Farmers, if they asked, would not get one 
dollar.” If any farmer held a bond of the 
United States he got just the same price for it 
as any man in Wall street. The government 
neither gave nor lent a dollar to anybody to 
whom it was not indebted, It merely paid its 
debts to the holders of its obligations. If no 
Kansas Alliance farmer any of that idle 
money which was paid out it was simply be- 
cause he didn’t have any United States bonds 
and heid no obligation of the government on 
which to receive money from the government. 
All this the Kansas chariatan well knew, but 
concealed from his hearers for fraudulent 
reasons, 


THE OBJECT OF COLLEGIATE TRAINING. 

The inaugural address of President Gates of 
Amherst College, printed elsewhere, is a nota- 
ble discussion of the true mission of a colle- 
giate or university education and will be likely 
to attract wide attention among educators as 
coming from the head of an old and conserva- 
tive institution which has not done much in 
the way of advertising itself except through 
the scholarship of its graduates and the im- 
portant part they have played in the world’s 
work. 

The keynote of President Gates’ address is 
the vital importance of a broad, liberal educa- 
tion as compared with an education directed 
exclusively to the work of specialists. He be- 
lieves that the function of the college is to de- 
velop life, light, power, and truth, and to fos- 
ter and deepen the physical, intellectual, and 
spiritual life, not alone for professional men 
but for all men. His contention is for the 
benefits of popular education in the parish 
and public schools, in the institutions 
of higher education, and through the 
scheme of university extension, as well 
as for broad and thorough culture 
and for the solution of social, political, and 
scientific problems. The needs of the system 
of higher education he defines, first, as the 
maintenance of higher standards in the uni- 
versity; and, second, the formation of strong 
character, scholarly habits, and the capacity 
for intelligent leadership in American life. 
By the higher standards he does not imply 
the rushing of students through a hurried 
course to fit them for a profession, but the 
cultivation of science and scientific study 
without immediate reference to bread-win- 
ning, and the development of thorough disci- 


to give to the young man the full conscious- 
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pliue and hberal culture. In his own words, 
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be in his professional or special work. 
We have given but an imperfect sketch of 


the hecéssity which is felt among the higher 
educators that the great problem of popular 
education shall be solved. 


CHICAGO GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATES. 
As will be seen by a glance at the detailed 
figures printed elsewhere, the Chicago gram- 
mar schools turnea out this term about 3,800 
„ matriculates,” all of whom can enter the 
high school if they please, but of whom a vast 
majority will look on their education as fia- 
ished, the boys going to work.and the girls 
finding enough to occupy them at homo, It 
is a good thing for the city that there is this 
yearly output of nearly 4,000 free-school stu- 
dents who have received so good an element- 
ary schooling that what knowledge the world 
has is within their reach if they choose to 
exert themselves to get it. It is a comfost 


also to think that a large number of these 


boys and girls, though the offspring of immi- 
grants, have become as thoroughly American- 
ized as if their parents and grandparents had 
been born in this country. 

It would be better, however, if the total num- 
ber of grammar school matriculates were larger. 
The total enrollment in the public schools is 
about 146,000, and the ages of the children 
run from 6 to 14. But the pupils are not 
equally divided between those ages. It is 
probable that of the 146,000 about 25,000 are 
in their sixth year, If all these were to stick 
to the schools till they matriculgted the gram- 
mar schools would turn out—making allow- 
ance for deaths and removalse—about 20,000 
yearly. The difference between that number 
and 4,000 must be accounted for in chief part 
by the fact that after a child has picked up 
some reading, writing, arithmetic, and per- 
haps alittle geography, the parents are anxious 
to set him or her at work. Frequently their 
wages are needed to help support the family. 
It happens, too, that the boy himself wants to 
get out of school and begin to earn his own 
living. Sometimes he acts wisely, but more 
often he makes a mistake. Assuming that 
25,000 children entered the primary schools 
at the age of 6 last fall, the number begins 
lessening rapidly after they have reached 10. 
The ranks of labor are being steadily recruit- 
ed from the immature ranks of elementary 
education. It is possible, therefore, to meas- 
ure the increasing prosperity of a community 
by the greater proportion which the number 
of matriculates bears to the total enrollment. 
In good times children are kept in the schools 
more years than in hard times. 

While 3,800 children matriculated from the 
grammar schools and could have gone to the 
high schools had they chosen, the latter 
graduated only 407 all told. Thus only about 
an eighth of those who leave the grammar 
schools stick it out to the end, and most of 
those are girls preparing themselves to be 
teachers. This shows that while the high 
schools are not to be neglected, yet that the 
School Board should pay the most attention to 
the grammar and the private schools, where the 
overwhelming majority of the children get what 
education they receive. The attention of the 
new Inspectors will no doubt be attracted by 
the fact that there are now in the city eleven 
of these high schools, four in old Chicago, 
three in Hyde Park, and one each in Lake 
View, Lake, Jefferson, and Calumet. Three 
of these schools had 267 graduates, seven had 
140, and one—at Pullman—had none. The 
South Chicago school had seven and that at 
Calumet two graduates. Each of these insti- 
tutions, however, has its full staff of teachers, 
and puts on as much pomp and dignity as if it 
turned out a hundred graduates yearly. 

It is probable that the new board may think 
there is room here for a little consolidation 
and considerable retrenchment. So many 
high schools with so few scholars are clearly 
unnecessary. The number ought to be cut 
down and the money thus saved spent on the 
primary and grammar schools. Subjects like 
this will no doubt soon occupy the attention 
of Mr. Badenoch and his colleagues. 


THE PATRIOTIC CATHOLIC CLERICAL 
UNION. 

The first of§cial opinion which has been ex- 
pressed in this country of the scheme of Herr 
Cahensly, Secretary of the Society of the 
Archangel Raphael, to obtain from the Vat- 
ican a recognition of nationality in the gov- 
ernment of the Roman Catholic Church in the 
United States, comes from the American 
Catholic Clerical Union, which met in Mil- 
waukee last week. The effort of Herr Cahens- 
ly and other Secretaries of foreign emigra- 
tion societies to influence the Vatican in the 
appointment of American Bishops was the 
principal theme of a discussion which finally 
was crystallized in a series of resolutions, leav- 
ing no doubt as to the attitude of American 
Catholics on this question. 

In these resolutions the union resents “ the 
insolent interference of any class of foreign- 
ers, whether they be Irish, English, German, 
Italian, French, Austrian, Bohemian, Pole, or 
Cauadian, in the selection of Bishops for the 
United States, and repudiates the insolent 
efforts of meddlesome foreigners to un-Amer- 
icanize the church in this country. It fur- 
ther sets forth that the recognition of distinct 
nationalities would render the church odious 
and an object of suspicion to the American 
people, and that— 
in this, our own country, foreign customs, foreign 
ideas, and foreign influences should not be im- 
posed upon us, but rather that all Catholic immi- 
grants to our beloved land should conform to 
American ways, learn the language of the coun- 
try. and aim to become good, loyal Americans as 
well as good Catholics. 

Another important resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That it is our firm conviction that far 
greater numbers have been lost to the church in 
consequence of the negiect of proper training and 
education in the language of the country than on 
account of the neglect of any foreign language. 


Finally the union declares ite independent 
spirit by calling upon all liberty-loving Ameri- 
cans to resent said interference by agente, 
official or unofficial, of foreign governments, 
the Catholics being abundantly able and de- 
termined to take care of their own affairs.” 
The members of the American Catholic Cler- 
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years against a party which

Attempted Mutilation of the Ballot Reform 


Law. , 

The Governor has signed the Australian Ballot 
Reform law, including the twenty-eighth sec- 
tion, which was omitted at first by the engrossing 
clerk. The attempt to keep out the provision 
which kept “ heelers,” toughs, and workers“ at 
a distance of a hundred feet from the polls and 
prevented their interference with voters and find- 
ing out how they. voted is a failure. 

While it may be impossible to fix the responsi- 
bility for the original failure to engross this sec- 
tion oh any one individual, it is easy enough to 
see who were interested in its omission from the 
law. There are a great number of men in large 
cities who have eked out.their living by doing on 
election days precisely that kind of work the do- 
ing of which the new law forbids. They are the 
persons who have been hired professedly to 
watch the polls and prevent interference with the 
rights of voters, actually to bulldoze Kepublicans 
and drive them from the polis, to get up a riot 
when they saw the day was going against their 
party, and destroy the or intimidate 
their political opponents. This city has seen a 
great deal of that sort of work. Some of it was 
done at the last Mayoralty election. These sor 
called bollot-box guards” saw in this provision 
of the new Election law keeping them a hun- 
dred feet from the polls the loss of the large sums 
of money coming to them yearly for their bull- 
dozing and fraudulent ces, and naturally 
were anxious to have it ted. 

Bo, too, were the officeseekers who employ 
them, the “practical politicians.” These per- 
sons have never been able to see that there is 
anything morally wrong in cheating at elections. 
Why anythi should be improper which helps 
them to get is past their comprehension. 
They are not shocked by the substitution of bal- 
lots or the alteration of tally-sheets. Still less 
do they grieve when their hirelings crowd up to 
the polls, hinder Republicans from casting their 
ballots, watch the men who have been bought, to 
make sure that they vote according to contract, 
and spy out how men vote about whose partisan 
fidelity to Democracy they have doubts.

AWAY FROM HARVARD AND YALE, 


The Two-Mile Course Covered in 9 Minutes | 


and 41 Seconds, Breaking the Record— 
The Gotham Boys Clearly Outclass Their 
Competitors—The Result a Great Sur- 
prise to the Knowing Ones—Ready for 
Friday's Race. 

New Lonpon, Conn., June 24.—[Special.]— 
The Columbia freshman crew even 
their own friends today when they won the 
triangular two-mile race on the Thames river. 
They succeeded in leading the Yale crew hand- 
. 
tingent, upon which Cambridge boys ha 
been laying money freely, by four full longthe. 
Furthermore the New Yorkers covered the 


course in 9 minutes 41 seconds, breaking the 


best record and placing the race among the 
memorable ones in inter-collegiate boating. 
Yale followed Columbia at the finish with 
9:53 and Harvard, 9:56. 

All the morning a stiff breeze blew down the 
river and the waves threatened to swamp any 
shell that ventured out. Toward noon, how- 
ever, the wind died away and the water calmed 
down so that it was decided to start. Colum- 
bia was the firs( to get into position, at 11:30, 
Harvard backing up twenty minutes later and 
Yale five minutes behind Harvard. Failing to 
get a good alignment the referee sent the 
crews away on a ragged start, Yale on the 
west side and Columbia in the center getting 
the best of it, Harvard’s boat being at an angle 
across the course. :

Harvard was the favorite with all, Yale was 
believed to stand only a fair show, while 
Columbia was held not to be in it at all, and 
bets were made on this basis. Columbia, 
however, set the pace at the start, and rowed 
43 strokes to the minute, Yale’s big crew 
pullmg 39.

A pardon was granted William 
Ryder, who was convicted of assault in Cook

the Chester penitentiary for ninety-nine years. 
At the time the crime was commi the pris- 
oner was a lad of but 14 years. His father 
became involved in a quarrel with a neighbor, 
and while struggling with him in the road the 
boy came from the house with a pistol. His 
father called to him to shoot his assailant 
and the boy acted, killing » 
stantly. Father and son were both 
sentenced to the A for 
ninety-nine years and the fa died there a 
few years later. The presiding Judge, the 
Prosecuting Attorney, all the jurors who are 
living, the county officials, and many prom- 
inent citizens of the county ask tor the 
boy’s unconditional pardon, but the Governor 
decided to commute his sentence to a term of 
eighteen years. 

A pardon was granted Roy McGill, a col- 
ored boy who was convicted of larceny if 
Knox County in 1889 and sent to the reform 
school for three years. His offense was 
stealing of $2 worth of lead pipe and at the 
time he was but 10 or 11 years old. As he has 
a good hdme the Governor considered it best 
he be sent there.

ith such an enrollment it may seem strange 

that only a little over 4,000 should complete a 
course in the common im <5 

The age at which children enter the schools 
is usually 6 years. Allowing a year to each of 
the eight grades a pupil ordinarily would 
graduate at the age of 14. If the number that 
started in on the course went through, allow- 
ing a fair percen for deaths and remov 
there should be pecpape 14,000, or a tenth o 
the total enrollment, aduate at the end of 
this year. But the number of graduates is 
only a little over 4,000 instead of 14,000. 

hat becomes of the other 10,000 and why 
do so many chil leave school before fin- 
ishing their course? This question was put to 
Supt. George Howland yesterday. 

*The subject has been discussed for a 
many years, but it will probably do no 
to keep the matter before the public,” said 
Mr. Howland. There are probably a thou- 
sound reasons why children do not go to 
school. Many have poor parents who need 
their help, so that some at a tender age are 
compelled to leave school. There are, too, 
many active boys who ar eager to get into 
business of some kind. It is the spirit of the 
times and Chicago is just same as all 
other cities in this respect. Boston, New 
York, St. Louis are not at all different. 


How the Attendance Falls Off 


“The scholars begin to drop off the first 
week of the term. Some people think that 
most of the boys stay three years in school 
and then stop. t is not so. It is inter- 
esting sometimes to look at the records and 
see how the attendance falis off.

first to the second grade. We have been work- 
ing persistently to move them on and have ad- 
vanced pupils able to read whether they were 
well up in numbers or not. 

“We aim all the time to scholars 
through the grammar schools by the time 
they are as they ought to. Manydo not 
get through until they are 17, 18, or even 19, 
which state of affairs I consider a disgrace to 
our system of schools. Of course these pupils 
have no time to go through the high schools. 

** Again, boys and girls get tired of so much 
study. One way to obviate this is to put more 
object lessons into the course, to the 
pupils in scientific investigations so as to re- 

eve them from the burden of so much book 
study. Thus they may have thoughts and in- 
vestigations of their own. The difficulty will 
not be entirely obviated by any m be- 
cause it exists everywhere. 

“The Compulsory Education law will help 
to keep a good many children in school, be- 
cause stores and factories can’t employ them 
until they are 14 years old, and b time 
the average pupil ought to be gh the 
uA school. The law will do a great 

eal if it can be enforced. We have noticed 
some difference since it went into effect.

Letters from Grant. 


There is a confusion of ideas here, for the 
proposed terms of surrender left nothing to 
be afterward adjusted, either fairly or other- 
wise, by any department of the government. 
Gen. Sherman’s messenger reached Washing- 
ton on the evening of the 21st of April, and 
immediately delivered his dispatches to Gen. 
Grant, who at once sent this note to Mr. 
Stanton: 

HEADQUARTERS ARMIES OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Wasuineton, D. C., April 21, 1865.—The Hon. E. 

„Stanton, Secretary of War-—Sir: I have re- 
ceived and just completed reading the dispatches 
brought by special messenger from Gen. Sherman. 
They are of such importance that I think imme- 
diate action should be taken on them, and it

From among the many let- 
ters from leading men, both in public and pri- 
vate life. addressed to Mr. Stanton upon the 
subject of his relations with Gen. Sherraan at 
the time, the followmg extracts will for the 
present suffice. The words of Collamer, Fes- 
senden, Trumbull, and Bancroft will serve, in 
the estimation of the American people, as an 
antidote to all that you could write in the time 
yet remaining to you.
